IS VERY CLOSE TO ACCOUNT GOA IDEALLY WOULO 

WISH DISSEMINATED IF ATTEMPTING TO COVER SERIOUS 

AND WIDELY KNOWN LOCAL DISTURBANCE. MISSION DOES 

NOT SHARE VIEW THAT GOA WOULD TEMPER ACCUSATIONS 

AGAINST PAKISTAN IF, IN FACT, IT HAO POSSESSION 

OF HARD EVIDENCE OF SUCH INVOLVEMENT. ALSO SEEMS 

UNLIKELY, UNLESS THERE WERE ALSO LOCAL PARTICIPATION, 

THAT GROUP OF 27 COULD HAVE PROVOKED SUCH STRONG 

REACTION AND MASSIVE USE OF FORCE BY GOVERNMENT. IF
